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To  the  Southam  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  submit  for  your  consideration  a  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  1949,  this  is  my  31st  Annual  Report  and 
will  be  my  last. 

During  my  period  of  office  there  have  been  vast  changes 
in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  the  most 
notable  change  is  in  the  number  of  services  which  are  available 
and  for  certain  sections  of  the  community,  essential  ;  the 
tendancy  is,  however,  for  certain  people  to  depend  too  much 
on  the  Local  Authority,  and  too  little  on  their  own  efforts,  to 
improve  conditions. 

The  housing  shortage  is,  to  my  mind,  the  source  of  many 
of  our  troubles,  and  I  have  on  man}7  occasions  expressed  the 
opinion,  which  I  still  have  no  reason  to  vary,  that  Housing 
and  Food  are  two  basic  necessities  besides  which  schemes  for 
New  Schools  and  so  called  Free  Doctoring,  desirable  as  they 
maybe,  should  be  secondary  considerations. 

1  am  most  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  various  Councils 
I  have  had  the  honour  and  pleasure  to  serve,  for  their  in¬ 
variable  kindness  to  me,  and  I  shall  carry  away  with  me  very 
pleasant  memories  of  that  kindness.

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C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


1. — Water  Supply. 

Mr.  Sholto  Douglas,  the  Consulting  Water  Engineer, 
died  suddenly  on  1st  July,  1949,  and  to  succeed  him  the 
Council  appointed  Messrs.  H.  W.  Bateman  and  Partners, 
of  Bath  and  Westminster. 

There  were  outstanding,  in  various  stages  of  com¬ 
pletion,  the  contracts  for  water  main  extensions  to  the 
villages  of  Ufton,  Lighthorne  and  Shuckburgh  ;  the  super¬ 
vision  of  these  was  taken  over  and  carried  through  and  the 
contracts  settled  for  final  payment  by  the  Surveyor  and 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  deputy. 

Southam  and  Long  Itchinglon. — The  effects  of  the  con¬ 
tinued  drought  were  felt  in  August,  so  that,  commencing 
22nd  August,  1949,  and  continuing  until  20th  October,  the 
water  supply  had  to  be  curtailed  from  7  p.m.  to  7  a.m. 
each  day.  This  resulted  in  a  conservation  of  supply  so 
that  it  was  possible  to  reduce  this  restriction  to  alternative 
nights  without  a  supply,  until  the  full  supply  was  restored 
on  28th  October,  1949.  It  was  found  necessary  to  provide 
an  emergency  supply  by  water  cart  to  some  houses. 

The  Public  Inquiry  into  the  Southam  Improvement 
scheme  was  held  on  10th  August,  1948,  and  on  6th  Sept¬ 
ember,  1948,  the  Ministry  of  Healtli  notified  their  decision 
to  approve  the  scheme,  subject  to  minor  alterations,  and 
authorised  the  Council  to  invite  tenders  for  the  work.  It 
is  expected  that  a  starting  date  will  be  given  for  the  year 
1950. 

Stockton. — The  notices  served  on  owners  to  connect 
to  the  mains,  were  followed  up,  with  the  result  that,  apart 
from  a  few  cases  deferred  for  special  reasons,  all  houses  in 
the  village  have  a  piped  supply.  During  the  period  of  acute 
shortage,  the  supply  was  curtailed  from  8  p.m.  to  7  a.m. 

Fenny  Compton. — The  date  of  the  Public  Inquiry  into 
the  proposed  scheme  to  purchase  and  augment  the  existing 
supply,  has  been  fixed  for  3rd  January,  1950. 

Shotteswell,  Ratley  and  Wanninglon. — The  borehole 
schemes  for  the  above  villages  has  been  completed  by  the 
Consulting  Engineers  and  the  date  of  the  Public  Inquiry 
fixed  for  3rd  January,  1950. 

Owing  to  the  drought  an  emergency  supply  was  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  Edgehill  and  Camp  Lane  districts  of  Ratley. 
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Priors  Marston  and  Priors  Hardwick. — During  the 
acute  period  of  the  drought  an  emergency  supply  was  pro¬ 
vided. 

Burton  Dassett. — Further  connections  have  been  made 
to  the  Rugby  Supply. 

Harbury,  Bishops  Itchington,  Napton,  Ladbroke  and 
Gaydon. — These  villages  form  the  original  “  Rugby  Supply  ” 
scheme.  Owing  to  the  drought,  it  was  necessary  to  provide 
an  emergency  supply  to  the  higher  parts  of  Harbury  village. 

Lighthorne,  Ufton  and  Shuckburgh. — The  mains  exten- 
tions  of  the  Rugby  supply  to  these  villages  has  been  com¬ 
pleted,  apart  from  final  reinstatement.  A  number  of  con¬ 
nections  were  made  at  Lighthorne  and  Ufton,  for  domestic 
purposes.  For  the  present  no  supplies  are  being  afforded 
for  agricultural  purposes. 

Avon  Dassett  and  Wormleighton. — The  Council,  in  con¬ 
sidering  Schemes  for  improving  water  supply  to  these 
villages,  have  had  in  mind  the  possibility  of  their  inclusion 
in  a  comprehensive  scheme. 

1.  — Whether  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory — 

(a)  in  quality — yes,  53  samples  were  taken  for 

bacteriological  examination  and  3  for  chemical 
analysis.  Necessary  investigations  were  made. 

(b)  in  quantity — An  emergency  supply  was  provided 

in  some  villages  during  the  drought  period.  No 
new  supplies  are  being  afforded  by  the  Council 
for  other  than  domestic  purposes. 

2.  — Where  a  piped  supply,  whether  bacteriological 
examinations  were  made  for— 

(a)  raw  ;  (b)  treated,  water. 

Regular  bacteriological  samples  of  public  piped  supplies 
were  taken  and  proved  satisfactory. 

3.  — The  water  from  Holywell,  Southam,  is  chlorinated 
at  source.  In  the  case  of  temporary  contamination  of  2 
village  supplies,  precautions  were  taken  including  chlorin¬ 
ation  of  the  tanks.

Water  is  also  supplied  to  91  huts  occupied  by  families 
on  the  Gaydon  Aerodrome  Site. 

5.  — Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — Schemes  have  been 
prepared  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  for  the 
villages  of  Harbury  and  Bishops  Itchington  ;  Napton  ; 
Burton  Dassett  ;  Gaydon  ;  Long  Itchington  ;  and  of 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Stockton. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiries  were  held  into  the 
schemes  for  the  villages  of  Harbury  and  Bishops  Itchington 
and  Napton  on  24th  September,  1949.  On  the  22nd  October, 
1949,  the  Ministry  of  Health  gave  approval  in  principal  to 
the  Harbury  and  Bishops  Itchington  and  Napton  Schemes, 
subject  to  certain  modifications. 

6.  — Public  Cleansing. — The  present  service  is  working 
to  capacity.  Owing  to  complaints  of  disposal  of  nightsoil, 
experiments  are  being  carried  out  in  disposal  by  composting 
with  straw — the  compost  to  be  used  as  manure.  It  is 
hoped  to  interest  farmers  in  this  process.  An  inspection 
has  been  made  of  the  system  in  another  district  where  it 
is  successful  and  the  product  in  great  demand. 
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D.  HOUSING. 

Overcrowding. — Cases  of  this  continue  to  be  reported 
and  are  discovered  but  action  is  almost  impossible — the 
only  solution  being  re-housing. 

Rural  Housing  Survey  Report. 

Owing  to  pressure  of  other  work  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  complete  this  work  as  yet. 

55  Building  Licences  to  the  value  of  £21,918  for  im¬ 
provements  and  extensions  to  dwelling  houses  have  been 
granted  during  the  year.  In  each  case  the  improvements 
have  been  considered  in  relation  to  the  “  Standard  of  Fit¬ 
ness  ”  approved  by  the  Council. 

11  houses  comprising  Clearance  Areas  (confirmed  in 
1939)  became  unsafe  and  were  demolished — the  occupants 
being  re-housed. 

10  licences  were  granted  for  the  erection  of  new  houses 
by  private  enterprise. 

E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. — This  was  superseded 
in  October,  1949,  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies) 
Act,  1944,  brought  into  operation  by  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944  (Appointed  Day)  Order,  1949. 
The  effect  of  this  was  to  transfer  to  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture  the  responsibility  for  supervision  of  milk  produc¬ 
tion  and  premises  in  connection  therewith  ;  local  authorities 
are  now  concerned  with  the  premises  from  which  milk  is 
retailed,  not  being  dairy  farms,  and  distribution  therefrom. 

Meat  Inspection. — A  number  of  inspections  were  made 
— but  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  condemn  any  meat. 
The  only  slaughtering  is  of  casualties  and  cottagers  pigs. 

Ice  Cream. — Inspection  of  premises  was  carried  out 
and  in.  all  cases  registration  was  only  granted  for  sale  of 
the  pre-wrapped  product.  Piped  water  supply  is  not  of 
course  available  in  all  villages. 

The  district  is  visited  by  a  number  of  mobile  ice  cream 
vans  and  these  operate  from  registered  premises  in  adjoin¬ 
ing  towns. 

Food  Premises. — Inspections  have  been  carried  out  at 
shops  and  etc.,  and  also  factory  canteens.  All  fresh  applica¬ 
tions  for  catering  licences  are  referred  to  the  Council  by  the 
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Ministry  of  Food  and  the  premises  are  inspected  to  ensure 
their  being  of  the  necessary  standard. 

There  have  been  reported  no  outbreaks  of  food  poison¬ 
ing.

Diphtheria. — No  cases  were  notified.  One  cannot  help 
but  believe  that  the  favourable  figures  for  the  past  few 
years  are  due  to  the  large  proportion  of  the  population  who 
have  been  immunised. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. — The  scheme  for  the  im¬ 
munisation  of  school  children  continued  during  the  year, 
and  at  the  31st  December,  1949,  2,535  school  children  had 
been  treated,  also  1,510  under  5  years  of  age,  giving  a  total 
of  4,045. 

In  addition  252  children  received  “  Booster  ”  doses.

Mr.  H.  L.  Welch  retired  on  23rd  August, 
1949,  from  the  post  of  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  upon  my  succeeding  him,  Mr.  G.  S.  Peaty  was  ap¬ 
pointed  as  assistant  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

Copies  of  the  registers  were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  when  duties  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order,  1926,  ceased  to  be  the  responsibility  of  Local  Auth¬ 
orities.

Maintenance  work  has  been  carried  out  on  sewers  at 
Avon  Dassett,  Bishops  Itchington,  Burton  Dassett,  Gayclon, 
Harbury,  Lighthorne,  Farnborough,  Long  Itchington,  Nap- 
ton,  Priors  Marston,  Southam,  Stockton,  Ufton,  Worm- 
leighton  and  Warmington. 

The  sewage  lift  pumps  at  the  Southam  Works  failed 
and  have  been  overhauled  by  the  makers. 

Sewer  ditches  and  the  settling  tanks  and  grit  chambers 
have  been  cleansed  and  maintained  in  the  various  parishes. 


Housing. 

Increasing  difficulty  is  experienced  in  getting  com¬ 
pliance  with  requests  for  repairs  to  houses  ;  in  many  cases 
the  defects  can  only  be  dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health 
Act  as  nuisances  owing  to  the  suitability  of  the  property 
for  clearance.  Owners,  not  unnaturally  prefer  to  agree  to 
such  an  extremity  rather  than  incur  the  heavy  and  recurring 
expense  of  repairs.  The  position  has  not  been  assisted  by 
the  now  well  known  “  Salisbury  ”  case,  wherein  a  court 
declined  to  make  a  “  nuisance  abatement  order.” 

The  solution  is,  of  course,  the  very  obvious  one  of  the 
provision  of  new  houses. 

A  number  of  caravans  and  other  moveable  dwellings 
have  been  set  up  in  the  district,  usually  without  permission 
having  been  sought.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  regularise 
the  position  of  these  people  both  under  the  Public  Health 
Act  with  regard  to  the  necessary  licence,  and  under  the 
Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947.
